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form a second compound I. The second compound I which is noted by DE 
'269 to have collector properties for sulfide minerals is chemically different 
from compound II and is not consistent with the formula compound of 
instant claim 1 . Further there is no teaching or suggestion of the prior art 
that formula II, the starting material for the creation of formula I in DE '269, 
should be employed in the flotation of sulfide minerals as recited in the 
claims.
